Hev. B. Fr,.y Mills, pastor of the First 
Unitarian 
Church delivered the fourth 
lecture of the first series in the Congress 
nf 
Religions 
at 
the First Unitarian 
Onurch last evening-. Hiis subject was: 
"The Claims of Lil.ieral Religion on the 
Modern World:" He said: 
"Liberal 
rellg-ion is not dognatism. It 


Is not indifference'. It is not negation. It 
is not indeliniteness. It may be defined as 
such a confidence in the Divine Soul and 
the manifestation of that soul in men at 
this stage of human progress, as to lead 
a 
man 
to ca-st himself on his divinest 


impulses, in full 'assurance that this will 
bring him necessary knowledge, contin- 
ual progress and right relationship with 
his fellows. 


"There is a sense In which this religion 


makes no claims on the modern world. It 
is simply a question as to wether the 
modern world has grown sufficiently to 
appreciate St. 


IT IS AN INDIVIDUAL EJSLIGftDN. 
''Some one well says that men worship 
God socially, and transact their business 
individually, while the fact is that they 
should 
transact their business socially 
and let their religion be a concerj-Tfor tho 
Individual. No man car, be 'saved' by 
a.ny religion imposed from without but 
only by the development of knowledge 
arid character In himself. Salvation by 
proxy is a delusion. 


IT IS A PROGRESSIVE. RELIGION.. 
"It believes that 'Time makes ancient 
good uncouth,' and that 'They must up- 
ward still and onward who- would keep 
abreast of truth.' A man may attend a 
liberal church, he may have had Unitar- 
ian ancestors, he may believe what ho 
considers liberal doctrine but a.11 these 
will not mako him worthy of the name 
unless he grows in all that constitutes a 
man. 


IT IS A UNIVERSAL RELIGION. 


"The liberal man can recognize the spir- 
itual in nature and worship.it with the 
pantheist; he may believe in the imma- 
nence of God and rejoice in it with tha 
Buddhist; he may recognize the continu- 
ity of Divine Revelation with the Catho- 
lic, 
and he may emphasize the right of 
private 
judgment with the Protestant, 
and yet believe that his religion trans- 
cends all these. While ho believes that 
all the truth ever in the world Is here 
now, 
he knows there is yet more to be 
discovered, 
and 
fearlessly consecrates 


himself to search for it arid flnd it wher- 
ever ho may. 


"While we may find defects !n liberal 
religious organizations, we find almost 
all 
of them standing squarely for the 
spiritual nature e,nd development of man, 
and a greater endeavor to promote bro- 
therhood in practical life." 


In speaking of Unitarlanlsm, Mr. Mills 
said: "Unitarianlsrn 1s not a religion. It 
does not believe that religion is ecclesias- 
tical. As one of its ministers said re- 
cently, 'religion should escape entirely 
from the control of ecc'esiastlcism, and 
be as free to the individual as the Idea 
of love!' A Unitarian Church is a band 
of people who are free to think their 
own thoushts on all subjects, and who 
have endeavored to put themselves un- 
der conditions where they may best dis- 
cover more truth and render the best 
service to their fellow men. A Unitarian 
Church has no creed of any sort, but 
has been well described by Whittier when 
he said r,- 
" 'There aro steeple houses 
hand, 
And pulpits that bloss or ban, 
And the Lord will not grudge the single 
church 
That is set apart for man.' " 
"I can see good 'in every form of relig- 


ion for tha people who are interested in 
It. As Lincoln said: 
'1C you like lhat 
sort of. thing, that is the sort of thing 
you like.' 'They have all grown out of 
us and may grow out ai us still.' If you 


In referring to his own experience,'Mr. 


Mills said that ho thought he had tested 
all that the Orthodox religion could do 
for a modern man, and while he did not 
depreciate his former experiences, he re- 
garded the day of his present religious 
experience as worth more than a lifetime 
of the best that he could find under the 
old forms. 
Ele said further: 
\ 
"Eight years ago I stood in tho old tab- 
ernacle yonder, as I have stood in other 
similar 
places 
and preached the best 
gospel I knew at the time to those who 
had cars to hear. 1 am doing precisely 
the same thing- now. My spiritual exper- 
ience does not differ from that in kind, 
but 
only 
in degree. There is nothing 
'real' In any religion lhat tho liberal soul 
does not possess. If your best Impulses 
lead you to worship Jesus, woo be to you 
if you do not. But you need not depre- 
ciate him or any great soul when you 
come to see that his revelation can' bo 
authoritative only for his own soul or 
those to whom his experience appeals OH 
their own, as an inspiration, what He 
taught is great; but. as a substluue for 
a ma.n's personal relationship with Gnd. 
it 
can 
be only a delusion. The great 
Spirit is now making new expressions and 
forms 
for 
the uplifting of humanity
